Petitions for the incorpor­ 
ation of The City of Lomita 
have been filed this week 
with clerk of of The Los An­ 
geles Board of Supervisors. 

Advocates of cltyhood 
^!laim they have the signa­ 
tures of 2,411 of the commu­ 

nity's 5,400 property owners 
on the peitions.

Board Clerk Gordon Nes- 
vlg stated the petitioners 
said the signatures reppe- 
sent 45 per cent of the area's 
assessed valuation.

To qualify, the petitions 
must represent at least 25 
per cent or both, said Nes- 

^Mg. If the names check out 
the petitioners should have 
more than a 20 per cent ad­ 
vantage.

Signature varifiratlon will 
take about 30 days Nesvig 
said.

well over a century ago,'
